Rawleigh's name was first brought 


nto the Investigation by H. A. Aus- 
in. $8,000-a-year lobbyist for the beet 
ugar interests, in listing the organ- 
izations which opposed the proposed 
ncrease in the tariff duties on sugar. 


"That is the kind of lobby I think 


he Senator should go after," Austin 
said in mentioning the Rawleigh 
tariff Bureau as one of the oppon- 
ents of the sugar tariff. The bureau

on.STUDIED EACH SCHEDULE 
John R. Commons, professor of 
conomlcs. B. H. Hlbbard, professor

Thomas J. Walsh -of Montana, an 
alumnus of the University of Wis- 
consin and now a member of the 
obby investigating committee, stat- 
ed the facts—that the survey had 
never been presented as a work of 
ha university. 
In his testimony Wednesday, Aus- 


tin said that the Rawleigh Tariff bu- 
reau purported to be an impartial or- 
ganization analyzing the tariff.

Plants are raised in a hot bed, the 


same as those of the bright leaf va- 
riety produced in the Carolinas. 
They are set out at the usual time 
and reach maturity in about 90 days. 
Great care is exercised In 
cultiva- 


tion, most of the work being done 
by hand. The Turkish tobacco can- 
not be flue-cured. It is strung, on 
racks and cured in the sun.

bacco are seen with this successful 
introduction of Turkish tobacco pro- 
duction in this area.

anually.^ Whenever the Mississippi 
river rises. It pours into the Atchaf- 
alaya basin, \vhlch hi turn causes 
the lake to overflow its banks. 


Many years ago the shrine of'the 


Virgin was erected near their lit- 
tle settlement of Pierce Part. The 
tradition soon followed the erection. 


In the great flood al '1927 the ov- 


erflow reach a record height, cover- 
ing the feet of the statue. For the 
first time the "Gajuns" left their lit- 
tle huts and found refuge in flood 
relief camps. 


This year, although the lake In 


rising cut them from the 
outer 


world, there was no emigration. The 
•water did not reach the feet of the 
statue. 
* The Lake Verret folk subsist by 
fishing. They know little of their 
history, and only a few speak Eng- 
lish. Until a highway was built to 
their settlement four years

There are some men in public life 


who arc just naturally cantankerous 
and bone-headed. They delight in mak- 
ing themselves disagreeable and in 
taking the unreasonable or impossible 
side of public questions. A member of 
the United States senate who frequent- 
ly appears in this role is Mr. Norris, 
leader of the little band of Republican 
insurgents. 
One of his pet peeves is 


farm relief, about which he professes to 
know everything and obviously knows 
very little. He has supported all of the 
fantastic and patent medicine propos- 
als in congress for the relief of agricul- 
ture. 
He is very bitter against those 


who insist on handling this 
difficult 


problem in a businesslike and construc- 
tive manner. 


Speaking on the question of confir- 


mation of, the eight members of the 
agricultural Board appointed by Presi- 
dent Hoover, he said of Chairman 
Legge that he had "grown rich on im- 
plements sold to the farmers while the 
latter were going 
down and down 


deeper into bankruptcy. He has been 
on the other side of the fence so long 
that he-Avill probably be interested in 
seeing that the farmer does get some 
help now." Any person who has been 
successful and "has^made money is eith- 
er a^yillian or a tljiief in the estimation 
of m~en whose minds work like that of 
Norris and a. great many others who 
like-to style themselves Progressives. 


Because a man has been at the head 


of a great corporation and has piloted 
it safely and profitably through 
the 


stress and storms of modern business 
competition and has made money for 
its shareholders, meaning 
millions 


upon'millions of American citizens in 
the aggregate, he is an enemy of so- 
ciety and unqualified per se to hold 
public office or to render a social or 
civic service. That is exactly the basis 
of Mr. Norris' dislike of and antagon- 
ism toward Mr. Legge. 
The very 


statement we have quoted from him 
proves it, proves the squalor and prej- 
udice of a warped intellect. Great prob- 
lems like that touching agriculture are 
not solved by the caprices of politicians 
like Norris and some of his associates. 
They are solved by men of brains only, 
by men who know how to organize and 
operate large enterprises, who under- 
stand the working of economic laws 
and who have the character and experi- 
ence requisite to the making of sound 
decisions. 


The farmers of the United States are 


exceedingly fortunate in having men 
of the type of Chairman Legge willing 
to make the sacrifices of a thankless 
public service, and in addition sub- 
mit to the attacks and insults of poli- 
ticians. 
If the various branches of 


agriculture are to be organized and 
this huge industry managed like the 
steel, oil and countless other industries, 
to the profit and welfare of the Amer- 
ican farmer, it can be done only by 
men of the type, ability and experience 
Mr. Hoover has selected for the Fed- 
eral Farm board.

These dare devil stunts are going on 


all of the time in the larger cities, to rio 
.purpose or point whatsoever. They are 
dangerous to the performer as well as 
to the public. What does it matter 
whether a man can balance himself on 
the top of a flagstaff 500 feet above 
ground, ride a bicycle around the cor- 
nice of a 40 story building or climb 
down the front of a super-skyscraper? 
The inexplicable thing about these ex* 
hibitions is why the owners and pro- 
prietors of buildings permit them. 


LABOR AND WAR 


While in Toronto Ramsay MacDon- 


ald made a brief address before the 
convention of the American Federation 
of Labor, in the course of which he ap- 
pealed to labor to throw its power and 
influence on the side of peace. 
All 


classes in a war, he said, share its sac- 
rifices. Because of its large numbers, 
labor bears the major burdens, pains 
and sacrifices. It helps to make up the 
army, to manufacture munitions and 
supply the national credit. 


War ^is an utterly futile and useless 


means of settling international differ- 
ences. We have had wars for thousands 
of years because the rank and file of 
the people have permitted themselves 
to be used as pawns by avaricious rul- 
ers and ambitious statesmen. All of the 
wars between nations that have occur- 
red within the memory of men living 
today have been of that character. 
, The time has come when th'e people 
ought to decide whether there will be 
war or not and they ought to decide in 
the negative. Labor should, be a unit in 
support of the 'program of "disarma- 
ment initiated by MacDonald and 
President Hoover. Labor should be a 
unit in support of all measures to re- 
duce the world's1 military establish- 
ments, peace engagements 
like the 


Kellogg treaty and every 'effort to out- 
law and end war. 


Labor ought to be among the first 


to get the international viewpoint that 
cultivates friendship arid good -prill 
among all peoples and all races. It be- 
lieved in the common brotherhood of 
men and in the promotion of right- re* 
lationships between them. 
That is 


what, in the last analysis, the whole 
peace movement means. 
It'is an at- 


tempt to create throughout the world,, 
or at least that portion of thr civilized 
world which can control major policies 
in foreign affairs, * standards of 
be- 


havior comparable to 
that of the 


peoples of the United States and" 
Canada, who maintain no military de- 
fenses against each other and who have 
no other thought or expectation than 
that of undisturbed and perpetual 
peace. Now is the time for the power 
of public opinion to make itself felt and 
to range itself overwhelmingly on the 
side of those who are trying to abolish 
war. 


CHILD LABOR CONSCIOUS 
In a brief article in the September 


American Child, Miriam Keeler tells 
the story of legislative gains and losses 
in 1929rin the work of protecting chil- 
dren from harmful child labor. Legis- 
latures were in session in 44 states, and 
123 bills of importance were intro- 
duced. Some good bills lost out entire- 
ly. Some were passed. Some backward 
legislation was successful in spite of 
the efforts of enlightened lawmakers 
and citizens. 


After surveying the whole scene, the 


author summarizes as follows: "More 
significant than any number of tem- 
porary defeats is the fact the bills af- 
fecting child labor in one way or an- 
cther were introduced this year in no 
less than 37 states. And vicious or 
weakening bills were blocked in nearly 
every case. 
This indicates, in the 


phrase of the day, that the country is 
pretty completely 'child labor con- 
scious'. Enlightened public opinion 
favors progressive child labor legisla- 
tion. And public opinion, like Antaeus, 
gains strength each time it is thrown 
down." 


Developing enlightened public opin- 


ion on any subject is a long, slow pull. 
Even now there are a great many hon- 
est people who have never given the 
child labor situation a thought and 
who would consider it none of their af- 
fair if it were called to their attention. 
That number, however, is steadily 
growing smaller as individuals from its 
ranks go over to the other side and 
take an active, constructive interest in 
this phase of child welfare.

Tbe raid on Harper's Ferry culminated long 


and secret planning by Brown, who was an 
abolitionist of the' extremely radical typer The 
raid took place Oct. 16, when, after having, as a 
blind, taken a farm near his objective point. 
Brown led. a band of fewer than a'score of fol- 
lowers Into the town and seized the national 
arsenal, thus giving what he "supposed would be 
the- signal for a general insurrection of the 
slaves. 
, The audacious act, however, resulted only in 
calamity for the participants and so embittered 
the south as to make a peaceful settlement of 
the slavery question a still more remote prob- 
ability. 


Troops of the regular army tinder Lee soon 


regained the arsenal. Brown was tried and con- 
victed of treason, conspiring and advising with 
slaves and' others to rebel and was sentenced to 
death and was executed in Charles Town. W. 
Va., Dec. 2, 1859. 


During the following years a popular song 


in the north has the refrain: 


"John Brown's body lies a-mouldering in the 
grave, 


But his soul goes marching on."

She 
may not 6e describing their lives in 
detail and she may be putting things 
in that were not there and leaving 
other things out that were there, 
but the general outlines of the por- 
traits are unmistakable. 


There is for instance the fictional 


portrait of the city's great philan- 
thropist. I don't know enough about 
his life to have any Idea whether 
Miss Pinchot's details are true to 
fact or not; her does it make much 
difference.

The organ valued at $12,000 is a 


three manual organ containing 2,-

organ. The front is quarter sawed 
oak finished In a light shade. The 
display pipes are finished in gold 
bronze and the console is of a strict- 
ly modern design, the material being 
the same as the organ front. All 
parts above, between, and at the 
sides of the manual claviers are-ma* 
hoganlzed and finished in piano pol- 
ish.

are of a fine quality of ebony. The 
adjustable combinations enable the 
organist to provide any decided com- 
bination of stops and couplers.

The statesmen and newspapers' of 


England, with whom we were .sup- 
posed to have most friction and most 
rivalry, -hare in the main remained 
calm. The, statesmen and newspap- 
ers of France— '-our hereditary friend 
—the .country of which all of .us had 
such romantic and sentimental ideals 
— have been the very ones who have 
berated us like fish wives. 


THE FRENCH ARE 'BITTER 
Only at one period in England did 


one group of newspapers speak of 
"U. S," standing for "Uncle Shylock." 
But the owner of those papers, over 
his own signature, repudiated this 
policy and has since made handsome 
amends. In France, over a long pe- 
riod of weeks when the French Par- 
liament •was debating whether 
to 


ratify the very lenient debt agree- 
ment we. had accorded them. Shylock 
was one of the mildest of the terms 
applied -to America by orators and 
newspaper editors.

Only Necessary to Link 


Channels Already Com- 
pleted to Complete Work 


UdTne, Italy—MP>—The Italian gov- 


ernment Is now considering a project 
to construct a canal along th« old 
shell-torn Austro-Italian front during 
the war that will link her new pos- 
sessions of Flume and Trieste on the 
«astern side of the Adriatic with Ven- 
ice on the west. 
It will be a canal of more than a 


• thousand miles in length—but for- 
tunately most of the digging is al- 
readv done in the form of other can- 
als now functioning. The .major por- 
tion of the project will consist in 
uniting these canals and constructing 
a new section in Trieste Itself as far 
as Monfalcone. This will reduce the 
total cost to something like $150.000 
and means- that only 550,000 cubic 
meters of earth must be excavated. 


The building of the canal will re- 


\-ive many memories of the World 
war.-for not only.were some of the 
fiercest battles of the Italo-Austrian 
conflict fought where the canal is to 
run/ but portions of the canal Itself 
were dug just beforfe Italy *weht Into 
the,war, in order that supplies and 
troops might be transported more 
easily. Further construction of the 
canal was stopped by the Italian de- 
feat at Caporetto in, the fall of 1917 


"TEhe Venetian coast, from the city 


of Venice, perched on its canals and 
lagoons, along the line of the Gulf 
of Venice to Trieste, is a net work 
of lakes and lagoons, already partly 
connected by canals. The first pro- 
ject for uniting them all In one long 
chain was formulated in 1909 by the 
civil engineer; Herman Cecchini. 
Soon after Cecchini made his initial 
survey various projects were under- 
taken to link the navigable water- 
ways by canals. 
'••' _ _ " 
In May, 1915, only a fewdays be- 


fore the declaration of war against 
Austria, Cecchini, perceiving 
the 


strategic necessity of completing a 
waterways system, utge'd the build- 
ing of two canals, linking Marano 
and Gorghl and Zellina and Muro, 
one being 700 miles long and the 
other 300. 
Work on the canals was pushed 


feverishly and by December of the 
same year the canals were inaugural-

ed by the'Duke of Aosta, cousin of 
King Victor Emmanuel.

In September, 1917, work was be-

He Is Canon Apolo Klvebulaya, 


known as "Apolo of the Pigmy For- 
est," and his "diocese" extends ov- 
er 32 Christian congregations which 
he has created among the African 
pigmies who live along the upper 
reaches of the Iturl River, a tribu- 
tary of the Congo. 


Apolo was converted to Christian- 


ity by a Scotch missionary 35 years 
ago. Ever since he has devoted his 
life to evangelizing the jungle pig- 
mies, whom ethnologists describe 
as among the most dangerous and 
treacherous of savage tribes. 


An English missionary, the Rev- 


erend A. B. Lloyd, who braved a dif- 
ficult journey Into the depths of the 
jungle to see Apolo, declares that the 
pigmies are maligned. Guided by 
Apolo. he visited a number of set; 
tlements and found the pigmies a 
shy, friendly race of tiny folk, gen- 
tle in character. They are so Isolated 
from all contact with civilization

that they had never before seen a 
white man. 


In order to reach Mboga the visit- 


ing missionary and his companions, 
according to a report made by the 
Reverend Lloyd and published.by 
the Church Missionary Society, bad 
to leave their motor caravan by 
which they traveled from the shores 
of Lake Albert to the outskirts of 
the Pigmy Forest and trek. 40 miles 
by foot deep into the heart of the 
forest along a track barely wide 
enough for one man to pass. 


"In a few hours' walk." be says, 


'we bad to-cross no fewer than 20 
streams, some of them 'wide and deep 
and with fast-flowing currents." 


Apolo, the report records, has 


trained between CO and 60 native 
teachers, men and women drawn 
from all parts of the forest, to help 
him In his work among the pigmies. 


On* of them, a fine young woman, 


Is the daughter of the pigmy chief 
of Mboga, who in years gone by 
was Apolo's persecutor, but whom 
he finally converted. She and a girl 
companion are working In a heath- 
en village 60 miles from their home.
